Although the managnment of the 


Beach have plenty of causxi to regret 
thft exceedingly bad weather of the i 
present summer, they have little fault 
to fir/1 with the Sundays.

Ihu 
season was favorublu to potatoes and 
barring tho blight, the yield would Imvo 
been prolific. 
It Is «nfe to say, that Iho 


blight will cut down tho yield forty per 
cent. In addition to all this, fi ults and 
V'gc' blcs in general, are suffering 
from blight nid rnlldew and thero Is 
pro»|icctof loss on these.

NEW RULING_ON FOOD 


Spoiled Products Must Hereafter Be 


"Denatured" Before Shipment 


Spoiled food products win have to 


ho denatured betore being shipped In 
Interstate commerce In the future un- 
der .n rtillnR of thr- United Slates de- 
partment ot agriculture. 


This will permit the shipment oi 


upollcd egps for use tn tannins and 
other spoiled substances for the manu- 
facture of fertilizer or oils or greases 
used In machinery, but will require 
them to be treated 
with denatured 


substances so that they cannot pos- 
sibly he used for food.
